1 . YOUR REPORT REFTEL OF YOUR MONDAY MORNING CONVERSATION 
WITH DAYAN HAS BEEN HELPEUL IN CLARIEYING DAYAN'S PROBLEM 
FOR US AND, HOPEFULLY, ALSO IN CLARIFYING OUR POSITION 

FOR DAYAN. AS WE HAVE SAID, AND I HOPE YOU WILL CONTINUE 
TO GET THIS ACROSS TO DAYAN, SECRETARY WANTS TO DO WHAT 
HE CAN TO BE HELPFUL WITHIN LIMITS OF OUR OWN POSITION 
AND OF OUR NEED TO PRESERVE CREDIBILITY OF OUR DIPLOMATIC 
ROLE IN SEEKING ARAB AGREEMENT ON WORKING PAPER AS A BASIS 
FOR RECONVENING GENEVA CONFERENCE.

BEGIN TEXT: 

Q: IS THERE ANYTHING FURTHER YOU CAN SAY TO CLARIFY 
WHETHER OR NOT THERE IS SOME UNDERSTANDING, WRITTEN OR 
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VERBAL, BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND ISRAEL WITH RESPECT 
TO THE WORKING PAPER? 

ANSWER: YES. I CAN SAY THAT WE AND THE ISRAELIS HAVE 
REACHED AGREEMENT ON A MINUTE SUMMARIZING A PART OF OUR 
CONVERSATION OF OCTOBER 4 WITH FOREIGN MINISTER DAYAN. I 
DO NOT WANT TO GO INTO DETAIL ABOUT OUR DIPLOMATIC EX- 
CHANGES WHICH ARE CLEARLY IN A DELICATE STAGE, BUT LET 
ME MAKE TWO POINTS: 

-AT OUR MEETING IN NEW YORK ON OCTOBER 4, SECRETARY VANCE 
CONEIRMED THAT IT REMAINS OUR POSITION THAT ANY NEW 
PARTICIPANTS IN THE GENEVA CONEERENCE MUST BE AGREED TO 
BY ALL THE ORIGINAL PARTICIPANTS. ISRAEL, LIKE THE 
OTHER PARTIES, THEREFORE HAS THE RIGHT TO OBJECT TO ANY 
NEW PARTICIPANTS. IN THIS CONNECTION, WE HAVE BEEN 
EULLY INFORMED OE ISRAEL'S OBJECTION TO PARTICIPATION

-AS THE SECRETARY SUGGESTED ON "MEET THE PRESS" SUNDAY, 
THE QUESTION OE HOW THE PALESTINIANS WILL BE REPRESENTED
